Statement of services foi which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 6th February 1964 information was received that 
the notorious dacuit Babu Smgh Gujar and his gang were in 
village Adupura, Gwalior District. A raid was piomptly 
organised under the command oi the Superintendent of Police, 
Ami-Decoily Operations. The Police patty reached Adupura 
at 1500 hours and sunounded the village. 

An infoimcr reported that, the gang was hiding jn a fodder 
stack in a house whcic a marriage was ostensibly being cele- 
brated. . Company Commander Banta Singh volunteered to 
lead a raid inside the house to iorce the dacoits out into the 
open, As soon as the raiding parly entered the house, the 
mam age celebrations ceased. Company Commander Banta 
Smgh asked some participants of the whereabouts of the 
dacoits blit; received no reply, Accompanied by Constable 
Kish an Bahadur, he advanced towards the fodder slack and 
called on the dacoits to surrender, When he received no 
answci. Company Commander Banta Singh asked Constable 
Kishan Bahadui to lemove some bundles trom the stack. As 
Constable Kishan Bahadur did this the dacoits started firing 
indiscriminately from point-blank range. Company Com- 
mander Banta Singh opened fire with an LMG from a stand- 
ing position and Constable Kishan Bahadur gave supporting 
fire. The dacoits then left the stack and ran towards the natn 
where the police party were waiting in ambush, in the sub- 
sequent encounter, Babu Singh Gujar, the leader, and another 
two dacoits were shot dead and a fourth captured, Three 
.303 rifles, a shotgun and some ammunition were recovered. 

In this encounter with a dangerous gang of dacoits. Com- 
pany Commander Banta Singh and ( onslubJe Kishan Bahadur 
showed initiative and courage of a very high older. 

2, These awards aic made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carry with them the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from the 6th February, 1964.
